1. AMB GUIRINGAUD ( FRANCE) INQUIRED OF AMB BENNETT 
REGARDING US REACTION TO SC RESOLUTION OF APRIL 21 ON 
ME AND INDICATED VIEW US SHOULD BE SATISFIED WITH IT. 

BENNETT REPLIED THAT WE WERE REASONABLY SATISIFIED WITH 
RESOLUTION IN VIEW OF FACT THAT IT HAD SOME BALANCE IN 
IT. CONDEMNATION OF TYPE OF VIOLENCE WHICH HAD 
PRECEDED ISRAELI RAID ON LEBANON HAD ADDRESSED ITSELF 
TO BREAKING CYCLE OF VIOLENCE AND COUNTER- VIOLENCE. 
GUIRINGAUD EXPRESSED AGREEMENT. 

2. POSSIBILITY OF FOUR OR FIVE POWER TALKS ON ME CAME UP 
AND GUIRINGAUD INDICATED INTEREST IN US VIEW. BENNETT 
SUGGESTED FOUR POWER TALKS AT THIS STAGE WOULD NOT 
SEEM TO OFFERE FAVORABLE PROSPECTS AND COMMENTED THAT 
REAL PROGRESS WOULD COME ONLY WHEN THE TWO SIDES GOT DOWN 
TO NEGOTIATING THE ISSUES BETWEEN THEM. GUIRINGAUD NODDED 
AGREEMENT AND SAID HE TOO SAW LITTLE LIKELIHOOD 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THAT FOUR POWER TALKS COULD CONTRIBUTE ANYTHING POSITIVE 
AT THIS STAGE OF THE GAME.
